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Nixon and Chou 
Explore Channels 
For Friendship

held 
a 
three-hour secret summit ses­ 
sion today, exploring ways of 
opening future channels of 
friendship between the United 
States and China. They then 
spent two more hours togeth­ 
er at a friendly, informal din­ 
ner. 
Overall, 
the 
two leaders 
were in each other’s company 
for five hours without inter­ 
ruption but strict secrecy con­ 
tinued to prevail on their dis­ 
cussions. 
Their lengthy meeting came 
a few hours after Nixon de­ 
clared at 
the centuries-old 
Great Wall of China that he 
hoped his China visit would 
help break down walls of any 
kind —diplomatic as well as 
physical —that “ divide the 
peoples of the world.” 
Nixon and Chou began their 
latest talk at 5:15 p.m. Pek­ 
ing time and were closeted to­ 
gether until 8:15 p.m. They 
then joined their wives, advis­ 
ers and other guests for the 
two hour dinner in another 
room of the mammoth Great 
Hall of the Peoples in central 
Peking. 
Since 
Nixon’s 
arrival 
in 
China four days ago, the two 


world leaders have been to- 
g e t h e r approximately 
25 
hours, more than half of that 
time devoted to official dis­ 
cussions. 
Newsmen were given 
no 
inkling of information on the 
progress of the latest Nix- 
on-Chou get-together, but an 
air of cordiality seemed to be 
still prevailing. 
It was definitely learned 
that the thorny issue of Tai­ 
wan where the Nationalist re­ 
gime 
of 
Chiang 
Kai-shek 
holds forth was a principal 
topic of discussion by Nixon 
and Chou. 
Before the two heads of 
government held their third 
extended session, Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and 
Chinese Foreign Minister Chi 
Peng-fei held a three hour af­ 
ternoon meeting —their third 
session of the trip. 
Rogers and Chi were be­ 
lieved hammering out specific 
language of general agree­ 
ments reached by Nixon and 
Chou on cultural exchanges 
an d 
continuing 
diplomatic 
contact, short of formal rela­ 
tions. 
An estimated 100 persons 
attended the informal dinner. 
The Nixons then returned to 
their lakeshore guest villa, 


Officials Still Want Program

Muff said the temporary 
suspension of the passes was 
to permit the Department of 
Corrections to evaluate the

$102,500 bail Wednesday night 
and driven past cheering sup­ 
porters by defense attorneys

start of her trial Monday. 
“ Right on,” shouted about 
50 admirers as the 28-year-old 
f o r m e r UCLA 
instructor, 
jailed 16 months on murder, 
k i d n a p 
a n d 
conspiracy 
charges, was whisked by car 
from the Palo Alto facility to 
an undisclosed location. 
The bail money was put up 
by Roger McAfee, a farmer 
in the Fresno area who sa‘d 
he was impressed by Miss 
Davis and the struggle she 
represented, according to a 
spokesman from her defense 
committee. 
Her 
attorneys 
said 
Miss 
Davis would appear at a San 
Jose news conference at 2 
p.m. PST (5 p.m. EST) to­ 
day, hut did not indicate if 
she would speak. The order 
allowing her bond release in­ 
cluded a long list of condi­ 


tions, including one forbidding 
her to attend rallies or public 
meetings without the court’s 
permission. 


Other conditions imposed by 
Superior Court Judge Richard 
F. Arnason included not dis­ 
cussing the case in public, not 
to “ travel by air,” and forbid 
her to “ possess or control any 
firearms,”

P e k i n g marked his first 
chance to mingle on a person- 
to-person level with the Chi­ 
nese people. 


Vagrancy Law 


Stricken by 


High Court 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
Supreme Court struck down 
today a local vagrancy sta­ 
tute, saying that any gener­ 
alized law giving the police 
power to make dragnet ar­ 
rests of undesirables is un­ 
constitutionally vague. 


The vote in the case involv­ 
ing a Jacksonville, Fla., var- 
grancy law was 7 to 0. 


Douglas characterized the 
language as "archaic” and a 
carryover 
from 
the 
“ poor 
laws” of Elizabethan Eng­ 
land. 


“ A presumption that people 
who might walk or loaf or loi­ 
ter or 
stroll 
or 
frequent 
houses where liquor is sold, 
or who are supported by their 
wives or who look suspicious 
to the police are to become 
future criminals is too pre­ 
carious for a rule of law,” 
Douglas said. 
“ The implicit presumption 
in these generalized vagrancy 
standards 
—that 
crime 
is 
being nipped in the bud —is 
too extravagant to deserve 
extended treatment. Of course 
vagrancy statutes are useful 
to the police. Of course they 
are nets making easy 
the 
round-up of so-called undesi­ 
rables. But the rule of law 
implies equality and justice in 
its application. 
“ Vagrancy 
laws 
of 
the 
Jacksonville type teach that 
the scales of justice are so 
tipped that even-handed ad­ 
ministration of the law is not 
possible.” 
The Jacksonville case was 
appealed by eight persons, in­ 
cluding two racially 
mixed 
couples sentenced to 10 days 
in 
jail 
for 
“ prowling 
by 
auto.”

No. 1 Menace 


DOWNEY (UPD - Over­ 
dose by sleeping pills and oth­ 
er barbiturates cause more 
deaths a year than all other 
hard 
drugs 
combined 
and 
their abuse may soon surpass 
heroin as the national drug 
problem, 
Sen. 
Birch 
Bayh 
said Wednesday. 
Bayh, D-Ind., chairm an of 
the Senate subcommittee on 
juvenile 
delinquency, 
made 
the rem arks while touring the 
drug overdose and rehabilita­ 
tion center at 
Rancho Los 
Amigos Hospital here. 
“ What we hope to do is 
create 
the 
kind 
of 
public 
awareness that the sleeping 
pill can be as devastating to 
the future life of a child as 
the hypodermic needle,” he 
said. 
Bayh said one of the con­ 
tributing factors to the grow­ 
ing use of barbiturates is that 
“ they’re readily accessible in 
most medicine cabinets be­ 
cause 
mom 
and 
dad 
use 
them .” 
“The m ajor problem now is 
heroin, but as 1 see it, within 
the next four or five years 
we’re going to have a lot 
m o r e 
serious 
barbiturate 
problem than we have a he­ 
roin problem right now, to­ 
day,” he said. 
Bayh said he wants “ to get 
a better understanding of the 
kinds of federal aid needed in 
term s 
of 
preventing 
drugs 
from getting on the illegal 
m arket and in term s of sol­ 
ving 
social 
problems 
con­ 
nected with drug abuse.” 
The drug abuse center here 
is one of the few nationwide 
which deals soley with the 
problem of barbiturates.

Soviet Weekly, an unofficial 
publication issued in London,

Asians do the dirty work.”

tions with China in the inter­ 
ests of that doctrine” the ar­ 
ticle said. 
R e f e r r i n g to the latest 
A m e r i c a n air attacks on 
North Vietnam Soviet Weekly 
said “ It was a bloody over­ 
ture to the Peking opera that 
was to follow.” 


Nixon, it said, expects Chi­ 
nese backing for his Vietnam 
peace plan and wants Peking 
to help American retain its 
“ neocolonial puppet regime in 
Saigon.” 


Soviet Weekly also attacked 
the Mao Tse-tung regime for 
trying to convince its people 
that China’s main enemy is 
the Soviet Union.

Arabs Surrender 
After Releasing 
Jumbo Jet Crew

Five Arab guerrillas who 
hijacked 
a 
Lufthansa 
747 
plane 
released 
the 
14-man 
crew Wednesday and surren­ 
dered to Southern yemen po­ 
lice. The jumbo jet left Aden 
home, the official Iragi news 
agency 
reported 
from 
the 
Southern Yemen capital. 
The guerrillas arm ed with 
pistols 
and 
hand 
grenades 
seized the plane over Bombay 
Monday night and forced the 
crew to fly to Aden on a ter­ 
ror-filled flight in which the 
guerrillas threatened to blow 
up the aircraft and at one 
point struck Joseph P. Kenne­ 
dy III with a pistol. 
The Iraqi news agency said 
Kurt Mueller, a senior West 
German Foreign Ministry of­ 
ficial and a m em ber of the 
board of directors of the airli­ 
ner, flew home aboard the 
plane. He had gone to Aden 
to negotiate the release, of 
the crew and the $25 million 
plane. 
Young Kennedy and the last 
of the plane’s 172 passengers 
arrived in Europe late Wed­ 
nesday. Kennedy said he was 
hit with a pistol but was not 
hurt. 
The reason for the hijack­ 
ing still was not clear. A Bei­ 
rut? newspaper said the hi­ 
jackers were members of a 
guerrilla 
organization 
and 
sought $3 million in ransom. 
The 
Iraqui 
news 
agency 
said the West German gov­ 
ernm ent agreed to a hijacker 
demand to release four of 
their colleagues being held in 
Germany on charges of m ur­ 
dering five Jordanians. 
Officials in Aden, Southern 
Yemini, said the hijackers re­ 
leased 
the 
crew, 
removed 
their 
explosives 
from 
the 
plane and surrendered after 
receiving a coded 
message 
from their headquarters. The 
contents of the message was 
not disclosed. 
Police took the hijackers 
away for questioning at a se­ 
cret location and the plane 
was returned to the airline. 
Kennedy, 19, returns to the 
United 
States 
today 
from 
Frankfurt, Germany, 
where 
he was ferried on a relief 
plane with 77 other male pas­ 
sengers. He said on his arriv­ 
al that he had been hit by one 
of the hijackers with a pistol 
at one point during the pi­ 
rated flight Tuesday when he 
let his hands drop from the 
top of his head, 
“ But It wasn’t very hard. 
Otherwise, I was treated just 
like everyone else,” said the 
eldest of the late Sen, Robert 
F. Kenndy’s 11 children. 
The long-haired youth was 
asked by newsmen if he tried 
to 
resist. 
” 1 
certainly did 
not,” he said, “ The most im­ 
portant thing was that every­ 
one was set free.” 
The Lufthansa 
spokesman 


said the company probably 
would recover its plane today. 
The spokesman said a brief 
message had been received 
from Aden, Southern Yemen, 
about the release of the crew 
but there was no mention of 
the crew ’s condition. At least 
three Lufthansa officials were 
in Aden. 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication why the hijackers, 
who said earlier they were 
awaiting 
instructions 
from 
Palestinians 
in 
Israeli-occu­ 
pied Arab territory, decided 
to release the crew and the 
plane. 
The relief plane, dispatched 
from Frankfurt to Aden early 
Wednesday to ferry 122 male 
passengers who had been held 
by the hijackers for several 
hours after they had freed 37 
women, 12 children and an el­ 
derly man, arrived in Germa­ 
ny after a 10-hour flight from 
Aden. 
The aircraft first stopped 
briefly in Athens where 44 
passengers debarked. Kenne­ 
dy got off to telephone his 


mother, Mrs. Ethel Kennedy. 
“ I just spoke to mother. I 
told her I was all right be­ 
cause she was very worried,” 
he said. 
Kennedy, who was return­ 
ing to the United States from 
a visit to Bangladesh and In­ 
dia with his uncle and aunt, 
Sen. and Mrs. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., 
said 
he 
was sleeping when the plane 
was taken over by the Arabs, 
one of whom was a qualified 
pilot, and that it never had 
occurred to him that he was 
a target of the piracy. His 
father was 
assassinated in 
1968 by a Palestinian. 
He said when the plane lan­ 
ded in Aden Tuesday one of 
the hijackers said to him, 
“ Hello, Mr. Kennedy.” The 
youth said he just smiled. 
Kennedy appeared cheerful 
when he arrived in Frankfurt 
although his eyes were red­ 
dened from fatigue and his 
dark blue suit was rumpled. 
He said he was “ very tired.” 
“ Right now, I just want to 
sleep,” the youth said.

Workers loaded some excess 
snow onto sm all bicycle-pro­ 
pelled carts. 
Foreign newsmen stationed 
here permanently said 
the 
scene 
follows 
every 
snow­ 
fall. 
It snowed about two inches 
Wednesday, but roads were 
almost all clear by the tim e 
the sun rose today. An official 
said 
the 
people doing 
the 
work were not normally as­ 
signed to street cleaning. He 
said they were factory work­ 
ers, 
students, 
soldiers 
and 
others. 
They started early to com­ 
plete work in tim e to go to 
their regular jobs. 


“ In China, we do not have 
advanced m achines,” the offi­ 
cial said. “ But we have the 
m ass of the people.” 
Do people ever shirk snow 
removal work he was asked? 
He looked at his questioner in 
disbelief. 
People do not avoid duty in 
China, he said, adding that 
“ it is their responsibility.”

PEKING (IJPI) -Y o u can 
tell rush hour in this city of 4 
million 
by 
the 
occasional 
tinkle of a bicycle bell. 
Automobiles are a 
rarity 
along the Avenue of the Long 
Peace, a m ajor thoroughfare 
here. Buses are more com­ 
mon but 
like all vehicular 
traffic, they are relegated to 
a strip down the center of the 
street.

A newsman asked a Min­ 
istry of Information official 
whether he could hire a taxi. 


That is not possible, he repl­ 
ied. Then could I get a pedi- 
cab, the reporter asked. That,

the official, 
coldly, 
would not be fast enough for 
you. Pedicabs are on a par 
with rickshaws in the new 
China, an immoral rem inder 
of the bitter past.

Party, over a year ago in 
case it was needed for Miss 
Davis’ bail. 


MacAfee

con­ 
tacted him last week and said 
Miss Davis might be released 
because of the California Su­ 
preme Court ruling striking 
down the death penalty and 
abolishing capital crimes. 


Miss Davis is charged with 
murder and conspiracy in the 
1970 Marin County courthouse 
shootings.

Cost of Living Up Again 
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WASHINGON (UPI) - High­ 
er prices for new cars, meats, 
dairy products, services and 
taxes sent the cost of living 
up again last month but the 
government noted it was less 
than the December rise and 
called it a victory in the fight 
against inflation. 
The Labor Department, in 
its monthly report, said the 
cost 
of 
living 
index 
for 
January rose 0.3 per cent. 
This compared with 0.4 per 
cent for December the steep­ 
est rise in six months. 
The decline in the rate of 
increase, said the cost of liv­ 
ing council, was “an encou­ 
raging downturn in the rate 
of inflation.” Labor Secretary 
James D. Hodgson said it was 
“evidence we are continuing 
to make gains in our efforts 
to cool inflation.” 


The Administration had pre­ 
dicted a “bulge” in price in­ 
creases after the price freeze 
was lifted in rmid-November 
and officials said this was ref­ 
lected in the steep December 
increase. 
Hodgson 
said 
the 
lesser 
January increase showed that 
the bulge is “tapering off” 
and that “much of the rise in 
January” was due to an in­ 
crease in tax charges — high­ 
er local property taxes and 
a u t o m o b i l e 
r e g i s t - 
rations-^over which the feder­ 
al government had no control. 
Meat prices, not covered by 
federal price controls, lose 
1.5 per cent last month, but 
fruit and vegetable prices, 
which had been rising fast in 
previous months, turned down 
sharply. Dairy products were 
up 0.3 per cent. 


Overall food prices dropped 
0.2 per cent in January after 
climbing 0.7 per cent in the 
previous two months. 
Non­ 
food commodities rose less in 
January, 0.2 per cent, but 
prices for services increased 
over December levels. 
New car prices, which nor­ 
mally 
decline 
in 
January, 
rose 1.6 per cent, reflecting 
price increases approved by 
the price commission for Det­ 
roit automobile makers. 
Used car prices, however, 
were down 1.8 per cent for 
the third consecutive month 
and clothing and some gas 
p r i c e s , mortgage interest 
rates and some automobile in­ 
surance premiums declined. 
The overall price increase 
of January carried the index 
to 123.2. based on a 1967 aver­ 
age of 100.

Against GM 


Annual Top Social Security Tax 
$604 Under New Mills Proposal 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)

Representative Wilbur Mills, 
D-Ark., a dark horse presi­ 
dential contender, has put to­ 
gether an election-year Social 
Security package that would 
give 27 million Americans an 
across-the-board 20 per cent 
increase in cash benefits this 
summer. 
Under 
the 
proposal 
the 
maximum tax —now paid on 
the first $9,000 of income each 
year —would rise from the 
present top of $468 to a new 
top of $530.40, on the first 
$10,200 of income earned. The 
increase in the tax, which is 
paid equally by employers 
and workers, would be effec­ 
tive this year. 
In 1973 Mills’ plan would 
raise the maximum tax to 
$604.80 on the first $12,000 of 
earnings. 
Mills, as chairman of the 


House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, is in a position to 
drive the plan through Con­ 
gress. 
Last year he attached a 5 
per cent Social Security in­ 
crease effective this coming 
June 1 onto President Nixon’s 
w e l f a r e reform 
package 
which is pending in the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee. 
Wednesday, he announced 
he wanted the Senate to scrap 
that plan in favor of his new 
proposal for 20 per cent hike 
effective June 1. A committee 
source said the only problem 
now will be to hold the Senate 
down to the 20 per cent figure. 
Mills will chair the Hou- 
se-Senate conference that will 
work out differences between 
the House and Senate meas­ 
ures and will wield consid­ 
erable influence over the final 
shape of the plan.

Bill Lets Counties Hike 
Motor Vehicle Tax Rate 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) 
- 
Senate leader James R. Mills, 
stressing the need to give fi­ 
nancially strapped local gov­ 
ernment more revenue, has 
introduced a bill empowering 
counties to increase property 
tax rates on motor vehicles. 
The San Diego Democrat 
said his measure authorizes 
counties to boost 
the rate 
from the current 2 per cent of 
value to 2.85 per cent, or the 
average statewide level of the 
property tax. 
He said that if all of Cali­ 
fornia’s 58 counties sought the 
higher rate, the coffers of 
cities and counties would be 
enriched by an estimated $176 
million. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan vetoed 
similar legislation last year 
that was authored by Sen. 
Walter Stier, 
D-Bakersfield, 
on grounds he was opposed to 


“ an additional tax on prop­ 
erty.” 
Mills said his bill would 
give counties 
“ with severe 
tax 
revenue 
problems 
the 
flexibility of having a non­ 
homeowner property tax al­ 
ternative.” 
Under Stiern’s bill, the mo­ 
tor vehicle license fee would 
have gone up an average of 
$5.66 a car. A slightly higher 
rate would result from Mills’ 
legislation. 
The state now collects prop­ 
erty taxes on vehicles at the 
time they are registered and 
returns the revenue to local 
government. It would contin­ 
ue to do so under Mills’ bill 
except holding back a portion 
of the money to develop state 
transportation 
policies 
re­ 
quested by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The measure doesn’t spec­ 


ify what percentage of the in­ 
crease would be held for that 
purpose but Mills indicated he 
would amend the legislation 
later to make it .2 per cent. 
Mills predicted the legisla­ 
ture would approve his bill 
and that it would prove more 
palatable to Reagan than the 
measure he vetoed last year. 
‘ ‘ M y 
bill 
differs 
from 
Stiern’s in that it requires the 
counties to implement the in­ 
crease and not the state,” 
Mills said. “ I think it will 
meet with the governor’s ap­ 
proval.” 
As an example of new reve­ 
nue that would be generated 
for local government, Mills 
cited Alameda County, which 
would receive $4.4 million, 
while its cities would share 
$5.5 million.

State Students Foreign Study

PALO ALTO (U PI) - Stan­ 
ford Vice President Robert R. 
Augsburger Wednesday criti­ 
cized 
American 
municipal 
planning and suggested plan­ 
ners should “ concentrate on 
redeveloping already develop­ 
ed areas to meet community 
needs.” 
Speaking to Downtown Palo 
Alto Inc., which represents 
Palo Alto and Stanford mer­ 
chants, 
Augsburger 
decried

“ One of the things that has 
always troubled me about our 
capitalist culture is that we 
invariably seek escape from 
our problems by moving on to 
new territory, leaving the old 
b e h i n d to d e c a y and 
crumble.”

nation and be held on June 6. 
Even the date was firmed up 
only recently. 
The most populous state in 
the Union has justly earned 
its reputation for being 
a 
schizophrenic 
“ uncom- 
monwealth” and “ the great 
exception.” And probably the 
most important thing to re­ 
member about California po­ 
litics this election year is that 
past California elections are 
not very important to remem­ 
ber at all. Prior voting habits 
are poor yardsticks. 
Nixon carried California in 
the 1960 presidential race but 
was defeated for governor in 
1962 by incumbent Democrat 
Edmund G. Brown.

Win and Lose 


S e n . B a r r y Goldwater 
sewed up the 1964 GOP nomi­ 
nation by defeating Nelson 
Rockefeller in the California 
primary, then was swamped 
by President Johnson in No­ 
vember. Californians rejected 
Johnson’s policies the next 
election, siding in the prima­ 
ry with Sen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy, who was assassinated af­ 
ter a victory speech, and in 
November with Nixon over 
Democrat Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey. 
It is almost inconceivable 
that Nixon will do anything 
but win big in the California 
primary. 
Reagan, who challenged Ni­ 
xon 
unsuccessfully 
for 
the 
1968 nomination, is solidly in 
the 
President’s 
camp 
this 
time. The governor is chair­ 
man of a 96-member delega­ 
tion pledged to Nixon that 
reads like a Who’s Who of 
California Republicanism and 
even contains some symbolic 
non-VIP “ grassroots” repre­ 
sentation.

“ We want to run a good 
campaign in the primary be­ 
cause it’s necessary to show 
both the conservatives and 
the rest of the nation that the 
President has a lot of support 
in this state.

mittee for Ashbrook’s delega­ 
tion. 
Reagan has been careful 
not to antagonize his former 
conservative colleagues.

The candidates 
were required to hold cauc­ 
uses in each congressional 
district to recommend suppor­ 
ters to serve on their 271- 
member delegations. 
Muskie and McGovern en­ 
joyed by far the largest turn­ 
outs. They outdrew Humph­ 
rey, Chisholm and Lindsay — 
in that order — by more than 
3-1 and the other candidates 
by several times that.

Sports Diam onds 
Black Realtor Buys Hotel 
Which Once Barred Him 


HOUSTON 
(U PI) - J. 
A. 
Singleterry quit school after 
the sixth grade because the 
other kids made fun of his 
ragged and patched clothes 
and the way his mother used 
hairpins to repair his shoes. 
Now Singleterry sports a 
pair of two-carat diamonds on 
his tie stickpin and a 10-carat 
diamond ring on the little 
finger of his left hand. He is 
the leading black realtor in 
the south’s largest city. 
The 
former 
cab 
driver 
recently bought a downtown 
hotel where, 20 years ago, he 
couldn't even park his taxi in 
the cab zone near the front 
door. He was forced to drive 
across the street or around to 
a side door and park in the 
zone for black drivers. 
Singleterrv didn't get many 
fares on the side street. He 
couldn’t carry white custo­ 
mers in the then segregated 
city, so he spent his spare 
time studying real estate. 
Ironicaily, his studies were 
what brought him to the hotel 
in the first place. 
Didn’t Hear Calls 
“ I 
would 
go 
someplace 
where it was quiet and study 
in my cab,” Singleterry re­ 
called. "I became so eng­ 
rossed I didn’t hear my calls 
from the dispatcher. So I de­ 
cided I’d better come down­ 
town where people would find 
me. 
‘‘I came down to the bus 
station which was across the 
street from the hotel. It was 
one of the finest hotels in 
Houston. We weren’t allowed 
to haul any of the white cus­ 
tomers. 
“ I don’t have any animosity 
toward 
the city inspectors 
who enforced this rule or the 
ones who wouldn’t let me 
park in front of the hotel. 
They didn’t hurt me. 
‘‘They made me determine 
to do something better with 
myself. It gave me the incen­ 
tive to do what I wanted to do 
and I’ve done it. Some of 
those (white) guys I was driv­ 
ing 
with 
are still 
driving 
cabs.” 
Singleterry 
was 
horn 
in 
Conroe, 50 miles north of 
Houston, 
in 
a 
three-room 
home with an outhouse. His 
father was a sawmill worker 
and his mother was a maid. 
That was 48 years ago. 
Couldn’t Buy Clothes 
He was four years old when 
the family moved to Houston. 
His father started driving a 
truck, 
but 
couldn’t 
make 
enough money to buy the boy 
decent school clothes. 
‘‘Man, the kids used to 


make fun of me for my pat­ 
ches,” Singleterry said. ‘‘My 
mother used hairpins to tack 
shoes together every morning. 
But they would come off 
and they kidded me about 
that, too. 
“ Consequently, 
I 
couldn’t 
study and I wasn’t learning 
anything so I quit and got a 
neighborhood drug store at 
$1.50 a week.” 
When he was 19, he lied 
that he was 21 to get a cab 
d r i v e r ’ s license. In four 
years, he had saved enough 
to buy his own cab and began 
studying at night to be a ref­ 
rigeration repairman. 
He finished the course and 
was hired by telephone by a 
major ice cream company. 
But when he reported for 
work, they said it was against 
their policy to hire blacks as 
repairmen. 
“ They offered me a job 
washing trucks,” Singleterry 
said. “ 1 came home and told 
my wife Mary that this dipl­ 
oma don’t mean anything in 
this field. 1 just got back in 
my cab.” 
Next Diversion 
Real estate was his next di- 
v e r s i o n . He became ac­ 
quainted with a real estate 
salesman after taking a wom­ 
an to look at one of the 
agent’s houses and waiting 
while the salesman made his 
pitch. 
“ I 
found 
out 
you could 
make 5 per cent of whatever 
you sold and I liked 
the 
idea,” Singleterry said. 
“ I 
bought a book and began 
hanging around his office. Af­ 
ter I learned all I could there, 
I began going out where it 
was quiet to study.” 
Singleterry 
finally 
began 
selling real estate part-time, 
but continued to drive his 
cab. Then in the late 1950s, he 
sold his old used taxi for $300 
and went into real estate full 
time. 
“ I had missed so many 
calls due to studying that I 
v as behind in my bills so I 
took most of the money to 
pay up on them,” he said. “ I 
did spend $50 for a month’s 
rent on an old office and $50 
for a deposit on a telephone. 
We’d bought a house for $3,- 
500 and the payments were 
$38 a month.” 
“ Mary was working as a 
domestic for $5 a day and 
carfare and that saved us the 
first 2-3 months. I was lucky 
that the office was on the bus 
route and it slowed down to 
turn at my comer. 
Hands Over a Dollar 
“ Mary rode this bus and 


she would hand me a $1 bill 
out the window when the bus 
slowed down to turn. I would 
use it for food and gas.” 
His first break came when 
a lady barber bought a little 
house and he made $250. Then 
a postman, acting on behalf 
of a Catholic church, bought 
an old baseball park and he 
made $2,500. 
“ I never saw that much 
money before and I was so 
stupid I 
went 
across 
the 
street and cashed the check, 
taking it all in $100 bills. My 
wife was peeved because she 
was waiting dinner that night. 
I spread the $100 bills on the 
bed and called her in. 
“ She thought I’d robbed the 
First National Bank. I finally 
convinced her I hadn’t done 
anything wrong.” 
Singleterry now had 
the 
confidence to go with his de­ 
termination. He was on his 
way. The next hurdle was the 
poor credit records of many 
blacks. 
Bilked by Loan Sharks 
Many were good risks but 
had 
been 
bilked 
by 
loan 
sharks or blackballed by une­ 
thical used car or furniture 
dealers. Singleterry set up his 
own financing through his at­ 
torney and several rich wi­ 
dows, both black and white. 
Now that he could offer his 
own financing, 
Singleterry 
soon began buying apartment 
houses, building motels, driv­ 
ing cadillacs and wearing dia­ 
monds. 
He moved into one of his 
motels and, when he and 
Mary were divorced in 1964, 
he gave her another motel. 
Then he bought the third-rate 
Brazos Hotel near the down­ 
town area. 
It was condemned and he 
sold it last year and began 
looking for a better hotel 
downtown. He found it in the 
William Penn, located only 
three blocks from the prop­ 
osed $1 billion Houston Cen­ 
ter. 
He 
bought 
the 
10-story, 
150-room William Penn Hotel 
for less than $500,000 and al­ 
ready has started a $500,000 
remodeling project which he 
hopes will restore the 47-year- 
old structure to its former 
prominence as one of the 
city’s major facilities. 
Singleterry has his office on 
an open area of the mezza­ 
nine overlooking the lobby of 
the 
hotel 
where 
he 
once 
couldn’t even park near the 
front door.

A venue 
MWD Pipelines Going Into White 


By BOB NAGEY 
P-B Staff Writer 


The sinking of mammoth 
pipelines into White Avenue is 
expected to tie up that inter­ 
city thoroughfare for the next 
2*4 years, the Metropolitan 
Water District revealed to­ 
day. 
Ge n e B o w e r s , district 
manager of the MWD, said 
the work being done in La 
Verne and Pomona is part of 
three projects totaling over 
$30 million to bring and store 
Feather River water here. 
The water is being diverted 


from the Feather River, and 
caught in the Oroville Dam 
north of Sacramento. It is 
brought to Castaic in 
the 
Tehachapi 
Mountains, 
then 
once more diverted through 
the Mojave desert to Silver- 
wood Lake near Wrightwood. 
Some of that water contin­ 
ues on to the Perris area; the 
rest will come into the La 
Verne area where it will be 
stored at the Live Oak Reser­ 
voir in the foothills. 
Property for the reservoir 
was bought by the MWD last 
summer. 
Contract 
for 
the 
construction of the $10.2 mil­ 
lion 
reservoir—designed 
to 


hold 2,500 acre feet of wa­ 
ter—is expected to be awarded 
next winter, Bowers said. 
Work already is under way 
on the second project, a mas­ 
sive conduit system that will 
carry water in 10-foot wide 
pipelines from the reservoir 
to the Pomona Freeway. 
The line goes from the re­ 
servoir to San Dimas Park, 
and from there through San 
Dimas Canyon Road, Wheeler 
Avenue, 5th Street, A Street, 
Orange Street, through the Los 
Angeles County Fairgrounds 
into White Avenue and to the 
Pomona Freeway, a distance 
of 7.3 miles. 


The contract for the job has 
been awarded to Steve Rados, 
Inc., for $9.7 million. The 
MWD estimates the work will 
be completed in June 1974. 
The third project picks up 
the water line on the south 
side of the Pomona Freeway 
and carries it between the 
Carbon 
Canyon 
and 
Brea 
Canyon roads, across the Ton- 
ner Tunnel to the Yorba Lin­ 
da plant into Orange County. 
The estimated cost of that job 
is $10l/2 million, Bowers said. 
The steel pipes for the jobs 
are being made to specifica­ 
tions by the Fontana plant of 
Kaiser Steel Corp.

S. B. County’s West End 
Meeting To Hasten New Sewer System 


CUCAMONGA - A prop­ 
osal to create a regional se­ 
wer system for the West End 
of San 
Bernardino 
County 
took another step 
forward 
Wednesday when officials of 
the Chino Basin Municipal 
W a t e r District (CMBWD) 
agreed to meet March 15 with 
representatives 
of 
Upland, 
Ontario, 
Montclair, 
Chino, 
Fontana and the Cucamonga 
Water District. 


The officials will seek to 
settle 
some 
provisions 
in­ 
cluded in a contract proposed 
by the five cities and the 
Cucamonga 
Water 
District. 
One item is that the cities 
have an auditing committee 
to review the distribution and 
allocation of the effluent after 
it leaves the treatment plants. 
The cities and two districts 
have been 
negotiating 
the 
proposed regional system for 


the past three years. The 
p r o p o s a l calls for 
the 
CBMWD to acquire all the 
existing sewer treatment faci­ 
lities for use on a regional 
basis. 
The existing sewer treat­ 
ment plants now operated by 
Fontana, Ontario-Upland and 
Chino would form the nucleus 
for an expanded system, said 
Andrew 
Schlange, 
CBMWD 
manager. The cities, he ad­ 
ded, would tie into the region­ 


al system with their own col- 
l e c t o r systems and each 
would be pro-rated its share 
for treatment. 
The regional system would 
cost the taxpayers less money 
since it would make maxi­ 
mum use of the facilities, 
thus reducing the cost for 
treatment and disposal of the 
waste, said Schlange. “There 
is no deadlinen for the system 
but we would like to get it 
started this year,” he added.

POMONA — Developers of 
a proposed 
640-unit 
devel­ 
opment on the Phillips Ranch 
will have to wait two weeks 
to see if they can start con­ 
struction. 


The Pomona Planning r om- 
m i s s i o n Wednesday night 
postponed until its March 8 
meeting making a decision on 
an 
application 
for a con­ 
ditional use permit requested 
by the J. H. Snyder Co. 


Planners closed the public 
hearing after ^4 hours of tes­ 
timony. 
Dr. 
Louts 
Solana, 
chairman, then suggested that 
because of the late hour the 


commission 
discussion 
and 
action be held over. 
He also noted the zoning 
committee had some 40 rec­ 
ommendations, which should 
be acted on singly. 
The Los Angeles firm prop­ 
osed to construct 160 struc­ 
tures, each with four residen­ 
tial units, on 66 acres north of 
the 
Pomona 
Freeway 
and 
east of Dudley Street. 
The 
planned 
unit 
devel­ 
opment would be served by a 
circular interior street. The 
residential buildings will be 
located on the perimeter of 
the development, with recre­ 
ational facilities grouped in 
the center. 
The planning staff reported 
it could not recommend ap­ 
proval of the plans as sub­ 


mitted due to these “ outs­ 
tanding deficiencies.’* 
-—The plans propose four 
different floor plans for a to­ 
tal of 640 dwelling 
units, 
which means 160 duplications 
of each floor plan. The prop­ 
osal is for a monotonous repi- 
tition of building plans of 
which almost the entire group 
are similarly related to each 
o t h e r facing into garage 
courts. 
—The internal street system 
for the development divides 
over half the dwelling units 
from 
the 
closest 
common 
areas and gives the impres­ 
sion of a gigantic housing pro­ 
ject. The system will require 
numerous pedestrian 
cross­ 
ings for one half the residents 
to cross public streets to get 


to the major recreation cen­ 
ters. 
Sanford Sorenson, assistant 
planning director, showed the 
proposed 
residential 
unii s. 
Their sizes would be 1,072 
square feet, 965 square feet, 
1,164 square feet, and 926 
square feet. 
One unit would be one sto­ 
ry, two stories, and the fourth 
would be constructed over 
carports. 
The staff requested the e 
changes: 


Provisions for a frontage 
road along the major portion 
of the flood control channel 
along the south boundary of 
th e 
development; 
a 
new 
street system where residents 
don’t have to cross a high ca­ 


pacity street to get to recre­ 
ation centers; a greater vari­ 
ety of housing types and floor 
plans (it is requested there be 
no more than 50 duplications 
of the same dwelling unit 
floor 
plan 
in 
the 
devel­ 
opment) and a suitable ele­ 
mentary school site be re­ 
served or dedicated by the 
Western Orbis Co., the land 
owners, to serve children re­ 
siding in the development. 
The city’s engineering de­ 
partment suggested the exist­ 
ing natural drainage couise 
on the south portion of the de­ 
velopment could be improved 
by having a closed system 
with covered area to be land­ 
scaped. A possible future use 
could be an equestrian trail. 


The open ditch type could 
be improved with turf and 
possibly some trees. 
ln rebuttal, Alvin Lesser, 
vice 
president 
of 
Western 
Orbis Co., reported the storm 
drain channel will not be a 
shallow, dirt structure, but a 
concrete box with a roadway 
along the channel. This will 
have to be fenced. 
When completed, he added, 
it will bt* the responsibility of 
the L.< s Angeles County Flood 
Control District to take over 
the maintenance. The district, 
said Lesser, will not allow 
any joint use of the facility.

World's Future 
Faith or Suicide? 


It is ironic that at a time when science has within 
its sights new vistas of almost unimaginable energy, 
and within its grasp the tools to exploit them for 
mankind’s benefit, more and more people, including 
some scientists, are crying: “Stop the world! We’ve 
got to get off this progress kick!'’ 
A computer at Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology warns that mankind has about 40 to 50 years 
of “golden age” left before the trend lines of popu­ 
lation growth industrialization and accompanying 
pollution and depletion of resources converge to a 
“critical mass” and everything explodes. 
A distinguished group of British ecologists has is­ 
sued a “Blueprint for Survival” which calls for im­ 
mediate cuts in population, reductions of standards 
of living, the abandonment of much of modern tech­ 
nology and the replacement of the great cities by 
scattered smaller communities. 
An “ecology activist” urges a declaration of war 
on technology plus World \\ ar II-typo rationing to 
conserve our resources. 
We are. then, to abandon technological growth at 
the very time when the growth promises to give us 
the means to solve the problem which an admittedly 
reckless use of technology has created. 
This formula, in the words of Yale economist Hen­ 
ry C. Wattich, “would be to commit suicide for fear 
of remote death.“ 
What does technology promise? We have hardly 
begun to tap one source of energy, that of geother­ 
mal power contained in underground deposits of 
steam or hot water. 
Geothermal energy is about at the stage petro­ 
leum was when it was used just to light kerosene 
lamps, says Joseph Bamca, director of the Re­ 
sources and Transportation Division of the I nited 
Nations. 
From surface indications alone, he writes in an 
article in Scientific American, there appear to be 
belts of geothermal reservoirs along the western 
side of the Americas from Alaska all the way down 
to Giile and along the “Circle of Fife” ol volcanic 
activity around the rim of the Pacific. 
Two-thirds of Turkey are believed to have geo­ 
thermal potential. One field in Ethiopia alone could 
meet the present electrical needs of all of Africa. 
Central America has much more of this potential 
energv than it can use and could grow rich by sel­ 
ling electricity (by means of long-distance trans­ 
mission lines) to the energy-hungry United States. 
But surface indications are not all we have to rely 
on. Remote sensing earth satellites may eventually 
be used to search for geothermal deposits, as well 
as locating new deposits of minerals and aiding in 
weather control and agriculture. 
Under development at Los Alamos Scientific Labo­ 
ratory in New Mexico is an electric “subterenc * 
which can melt holes in solid rock faster, cheaper 
and safer than conventional drilling methods. Fu­ 
ture models could be atomic-powered. It is not in­ 
conceivable that such drills could l>o used to exploit 
geothermal fields spotted by satellite and to sink 
shafts tor recycling water back into the fields. 
With 
limitless, pollution-free energy—not 
only 
from steam fields but from nuclear fission and \a s t 
arrays of solar radiation collectors in the de­ 
serts—men would have the ability to arrest those 
converging d*sastcr lines: To clean up pollution, to 
conserve and recycle resources and develop new 
ones, to raise world living standards, which in turn 
would foster population stabilization. 
Shall we go ahead, or shall wc slop everything 
right now? Shall we have faith in the future, oi 
shall we, as Wallich puts it, commit premature suic­ 
ide? 


Where Penguin 


Is Not the Peril 


It’s hard io imagine anything more hazardous 
than wielding heavy equipment and machinery over 
and through the Jot and snow of Antaictira.

The lessons consist ol a series of hour-long lec­ 
tures on traffic safety and defensive driving at the 
Navv’s advance headquarters in Christchurch, New 
Zealand. The lectures are designed to reorient the 
men to the faster pace and dangers of driving in the 
States. 
“We want to impress upon our men the hazards,” 
says an officer, “and remind them to watch out for 
pedestrians now instead of penquins,”

have been bettered. President 
Nixon and his national secur­ 
ity advisor, Henry Kissinger, 
have successfully engineered

Thanks to electronic tech­ 
nology, the whole world wat­ 
ched. We saw the arrival, the 
banquet, 
the 
exchange

toasts between the President 
and Premier Chou En-lai. the 
President clinking his glass 
with every Chinese 
in

hall. Thanks to television clo- 
seups, we probably saw more 
than most of the guests in the 
Great Hall of the People. 
The rare privilege of a talk 
with 
Mai 
Tse-tung 
in 
the 
privacy of his home was a 
propitious start. The impact 
of this impressive scenario on 
the American voters is 
in­ 
calculable. Here is the Presi­ 
dent 
flying halfway around 
the world to sit down with a 
leader once an avowed enemy 
to carry out his promise to 
work for peace. 
F a d d i s t s that we are, 
Americans go from one ex­ 
treme to another. Two or three 
years ago Red China, the de- 
s i g n a t i o n for 700,000,000 
people locked iu a wall of 
secrecy, was a dirty word, 
'loday everything Chinese is 
in vogue. This euphoric mood 
is in itself a hazard, since so 
much can still go wrong and 
swing the pendulum hack in 
the other direction again. 
In the midst of intensive 
preparations for the Peking 
mission Kissinger was asked 
for his appraisal of the stabil­ 
ity 
of 
the 
government 
of 
China. His response was a 
shrug 
and 
a 
reminder 
of 
what had happened since his 
first visit in mid-.luly when he 
negotiated the invitation for 
the President. 
The Defense Minister, Lin 
Piao, No. 2 in the hierarchy 
and Mao’s anointed heir, dis­ 
appeared. Whether he is dead 
or merely under house arrest, 
no one on the outside can say. 
How many of his immediate 
aides went with him is also a 
guess. Tales of Lin Piao’s 
fate percolating out to Hong 
Kong are so fantastic they 
can hardly be credited. 
The 
entire 
top 
military 
command disappeared. For a 
number of weeks flights by 
military aircraft were can­ 
celled. The crash of a mys­ 
terious Chinese plane in Outer 
Mongolia gave rise to more ru­ 
mors of attempted defection 
and retaliation. All of this, it 
s h o u l d be noted, in 
six 
months. None of this has been 
reported out of China itself, if 
only because secrecy is so 
strictly kept. 
With seemingly a firm grip 
at the top are Mao, 78, and 
Chow, 74. They have given the 
army an important role in ev­ 
ery aspect of life in building 
back from the destruction of 
the Cultural Revolution. But 
has the power struggle en­ 
ded? 
And 
did 
that 
power 
struggle involve opposition to 
the Nixon visit? The answers 
still locked in the mystery of 
a China slowly and guardedly 
opening to the outside world 
are vital to what Chou in his 
toast to the President re­ 
ferred to as the “ normaliza­ 
tion” of relations between the 
two nations.

When America was shipping 
$18 million worth of food a 
year to feed hungry Vietna­ 
mese, it had 
no 
idea 
the 
bounty would wind up in the 
hands of black marketeers or 
in the stomachs of pigs. 


But official Saigon corrup­ 
tion, along with an incredible 
misjudgment of the Vietna­ 
mese palate, combined to ac­ 
complish exactly that. 
The tragic result is that the 
program 
for 
feeding 
three 
million children, disabled vet­ 
erans, and old people was 
wrecked. 
The story of the “Food for 
Peace” debacle in Vietnam is 
told in classified documents. 
The subject also was raised 
in the cable traffic between 
Secretary 
of 
State William 
Rogers and Ambassador El­ 
lsworth Bunker, our testy, ta­ 
lented man in Saigon. 
Last fall, Bunker paused in 
his political go-between work 
with the Saigon government 
to wire Rogers about what 
was happening to the pre­ 
cooked wheat — known as 
“bulgar” — which had been 
sent by the thousands of tons 
to feed hungry Vietnamese. 


“ Bulgar 
had 
been 
con­ 
troversial,” 
began 
Bunker 
diplomatically. “ Many recip­ 
ients 
(have) 
little 
or 
no 
knowledge of its food value or 
method of preparation.” Then 
Bunker delicately reported the 
c o s t l y grain has become 
“Identified as livestock feed.” 


B unker’s own secret files 
put it more bluntly. His aides 
earlier had reported that, “al­ 
though issued for human con­ 
sumption, (bulgar) is used al­ 
most exclusively for pig feed 
and is in great demand for 
this purpose. Corn meal is 
also used as chicken feed.” 
Rogers instructed the Em­ 
bassy in Saigon that since 
bulgar has “ repeatedly been 
cited for abusive end usage 
(and) is not acceptable to 
Vietnam taste,” further ship­ 
ments should cease. 
T h e 
bulgar 
fiasco, 
of 
course, is only a symptom of 


the failure of the Food for 
Peace effort in Vietnam. Ex­ 
cerpts from other memos to 
Bunker and his top aides give 
a broader, darker picture. 
“Few (U.S.) surplus com­ 
modities are pleasing to the 
Vietnamese palate,” says one 
confidential memo. “This, in 
large part, explains why . . . 
commodities are sold for pias­ 
ters to buy rice rather than 
consumed by the recipients as 
planned by the U.S. Congress. 
The bootlegging is so bra­ 
zen, 
another State 
Depart­ 
ment expert reports, that the 
needy often are given 
the 
food from a U.S. truck and, 
on the spot, turn around and 
sell it to a black marketeer 
for rice or cash. 
The 
corruption 
was 
suf­ 
ficiently bad in 10 provinces, 
reports a classified survey, 
that they were cut off com­ 
pletely from Food for Peace 
aid. Yet, elsewhere, a U.S., 
field 
official 
reported 
the 
peasants “were literally eat­ 
ing the bark off trees and were 
near starvation.” 
In one such starving area, 
disabled Vietnamese veterans 
“physically forced themselves 
into the province warehouse 
and stole . . . commodities.” 
American advisers who tried 
to stop them were “threa­ 
tened with bodily harm.” 
When the advisers sought to 
truck out the food, the hostile 
veterans threatened “repris­ 
als.” As a result, the Ameri­ 
cans called in the U.S. Army 
and “the Amerieal division 
(had) 
to 
truck 
the 
food 
back.” 
In one instance, lower level 
advisers tried to report such 
incidents to pacification chief 
William Colby, but a super­ 
visor told them to “keep your 
m o u t h 
shut 
with 
regard 
to . . . commitments.” 
Thus, the scandal was kept 
hushed up while each year 
more than half the $18 million 
worth of food failed to reach 
the 
three 
million 
deprived 
Vietnamese for whom it was 
intended. 
Finally, the program was 


all bul shut down. 
Footnote: Food for Peace 
coordinator Irwin Hedges told 
us the bulgar was sent to 
Vietnam because Indonesians 
liked 
it and 
U.S. 
officials 
thought Vietnamese would eat 
it, too. Hedges, speaking of 
the overall Vietnam Food for 
Peace disaster, said candidly: 
“Some of the violations were 
so 
flagrant, 
I’m 
surprised 
there was no publicity. But in 
the context of the whole Viet­ 
namese debacle, I suppose this 
seemed kind of minor." 
Don Nixon’s Story 
There’s another side to Do­ 
nald Nixon, the President’s 
wheeler-dealer brother, whose 
efforts to profit on the Nixon 
name have been exposed in 
this space. 
He has shied away from 
talking to us, but his friends 
have told us his side. They 
say he is a warm, jovial, gen­ 
erous man who grasps too 
hard for success but means 
no harm. 
The Nixon brothers, Rich­ 
ard 
and 
Donald, 
went 
to 
North Carolina for schooling 
during the depression years. 
Richard had a scholarship to 
Duke University: Donald en­ 
rolled in Guilford Preparatory 
School. 
But their funds ran out: 
there wasn’t enough money to 
keep both boys in school. 
Richard, who had a scholar­ 
ship and 
a 
35-cent-an-hour 
job, 
stayed. 
Donald 
went 
home to work in the family 
grocery store. He got up every 
morning before five to help 
his parents eke out a living. 
When they get ahead a few 
pennies, they would send a 
little money to Richard. The 
law student who was to be­ 
come President of the United 
States also loaded up with 
supplies at the family store 
when he came home between 
semesters. 
Donald, because of his sacri 
fice to help his famous broth­ 
er get an education, never re­ 
turned to college except for a 
few night classes at the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California. 


The American people have 
been getting over television 
brief glimpses of the 
way 
President Nixon is being re­ 
ceived on 
mainland 
China, 
and the phrase to describe it 
all is “controlled caution.” 
For the communist govem- 
m e n t 
at 
Peking 
doesn’t 
want the people to manifest 
enthusiasm in a delicate sit­ 
uation. It also prefers to handle 
such an event as a visit by the 
President of the United States 
with the utmost dignity. Back 
of this is a feeling that there 
must be no demonstrations of 
intense interest which could 
lead to incorrect ideas about 
the attitude of the populace 
generally. What will be hap­ 
pening in the next few days is 
really a private negotiation 
with many hours of conver­ 
sation, and the whole thing 
could have taken place on a 
nearby 
island 
without 
any 
bands playing or social enter­ 
tainment. The high officials of 
the Peking government would 
rather have had that kind of 
meeting. 
Reluctant to Enthuse 
For the fact is that neither 
Premier 
Chou 
En-Lai 
nor 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung are 
sure what a new relationship 
with the United States will 
mean. They are, therefore, 
reluctant to enthuse about it 
without learning more about 
the policy that President Nix­ 
on fas in mind and the way 
he thinks it can be applied for 
the benefit of both parties. 
At present the objective is 
stated only in general terms 
— to insure an era of peace. 
But it goes deeper. It as­ 
s u m e s especially a 
real­ 
ignment and better relation­ 
ships between the nations of 
the world and particularly of 
Asia. The Peking government 
doesn’t want to see Soviet 
strength increased or nuclear 
power continued as a threat 
that can cause uneasiness if it 
is not 
checked. The policy 
which the Red Chinese seek is 
not 
merely 
to 
thwart 
the 
chances of a nuclear war but 
to prohibit the use of nuclear 
weapons and give the people 
of Asia a feeling of safety. 
The purpose is to do away 
with rival multilateral agree­ 
ments and bring into being a 
continent of peace. 
The United States is pre­ 
pared 
to 
discuss 
problems 
dealing with the limitation of 
a r m s 
and 
other 
matters 
which will prevent coalitions 
of hostile countries that pre­ 
sent threats of war. The very 
fact that the President of the 
United States is seeking an 
agreement 
with 
Peking 
to 


help maintain peace in Asia 
is a significant step in the 
policy designed to prevent ag­ 
gression or invasion or other 
interferences with the inde­ 
pendence of the nations on 
the continent. 
President 
Nixon 
set 
the 
keynote of the new American 
approach in his toast at the 
dinner given in his honor on 
his first day in Peking. He 
said: 
“As we discuss our differ­ 
ences, neither of us will com­ 
promise our principles. But 
while we cannot close the gulf 
between us, we can try to 
bridge it, so that we may be 
able to talk across it. 
“And so let us, in these 
next five days, start a long 
march together, not in lock 
step, but on different roads 
leading to the same goal — 
the goal of building a world 
structure of peace and justice 
in which all may stand to­ 
gether with equal dignity, and 
in which each nation, large or 
small, has a right to deter­ 
mine its own form of govern­ 
ment free of outside inter­ 
ference or domination.” 
This long-range plan can 
hardly be accomplished if the 
Vietnam war goes on. Red 
China 
has 
been 
assisting 
North Vietnam, and the So­ 
viet Union continues to send 
arms and military supplies to 
Hanoi. It might happen, of 
course, that if relations be­ 
tween Peking and Washington 
become closer, other nations 
in Asia will also be persuaded 
to 
exercise 
their 
influence 
with the North Vietnamese so 
as to bring about a peaceful 
settlement of the Indo-China 
conflict. 
Importance of Venture 


The President’s trip to Pek­ 
ing is perhaps the most im­ 
portant venture he has un­ 
dertaken to secure a “gener­ 
ation 
of 
peace.” 
For 
Red 
C’ ina’s cooperation not only 
can be decisive in bringing 
tho Vietnam war to an end 
but it can be very powerful in 
its effect on other countries of 
Asia to join in unified efforts 
for peace on that continent. 
Very little will emerge from 
the statements that are made 
during the President’s visit, 
because they will be couched 
in general terms. Once an un­ 
derstanding is reached, how­ 
ever, as to the objectives and 
it becomes apparent that the 
Peking government is willing 
to 
work 
with 
the 
United 
Slates on a program of peace, 
the impact will be reflected in 
the months ahead in the mo­ 
mentous events expected to 
follow.

Commercial Zone Ordered 
For Walnut Mobile Homes

WALNUT — Councilmen de­ 
cided in a tight vote Wednes­ 
day night to scrap a proposed 
mobile home park ordinance 
that has been 
bouncing be­ 
tween the City Council 
and 
planning com mission for two 
months, and ordered the plan­ 
ners to draw up a new ordi­ 
nance placing such parks in 
com m ercial 
zones 
under 
a 
conditional use perm it. 


The vote on the motion, in­ 
troduced by V ice Mayor Rich­ 
ard 
Laughter and 
seconded 
by Councilman Jo e Dyer, was 
3-2, with Mayor William Went­ 
worth and Councilman Rob­ 
ert Beck opposing the move. 


Councilwoman Louise Huff 
cast what turned out to be the 
deciding vote after a long he­ 
sitation. 
Wentworth and Beck 
both 
contended that mobile home 


parks should be placed in a 
specific zone, so they would 
be subject to a citizens’ refe­ 
rendum. Granting of a con­ 
ditional use perm it is an ad­ 
m inistrative action which can­ 
not be challenged. 
“ I don’t think any of the 
council 
m em bers 
are 
that 
well-informed on the feelings 
of residents on mobile home 
parks,” Wentworth said. ‘‘At 
least leave them the chance 
of a referendum .” 
He also raised the possi­ 
bility that ram pant growth of 
mobile 
home 
parks 
could 
swallow the city ’s com m er­ 
cially-zoned land. 
‘‘What 
little 
land 
we 
do 
have that is flat and available 
for com m ercial use should be 
kept that w ay,” he said. 
During 
a 
recess 
in 
the 
m eeting, 
Regional 
Planner 
George 
Shindo 
backed 
his 
stand. 
“ I’m dead against it,” he 


said. “ You could use all our 
com m ercial land for mobile 
home parks and kill our tax 
base. And once you allow one 
park in a com m ercial zone, it 
would be hard to keep others 
out.” 
The council 
and 
planning 
com m ission couldn’t com e to 
term s on the final wording of 
the ordinance, or whether mo­ 
bile home parks should be re­ 
stricted to a specific zone or 
allowed in any zone under a 
conditional use perm it. 
At their last m eeting two 
weeks ago, the planners voted 
to return the ordinance to the 
City Council, 
recom m ending 
that the council kill it and re­ 
turn it to start anew. 
After the council voted to 
scrap 
the 
ordinance, 
Went­ 
worth moved to continue the 
m atter until the second m eet­ 
ing in April, after the muni­ 
cipal 
elections 
where 
three 
council seats are on the line.

SACRAMENTO— Persons who take their dogs into units of 
the state park system must now have a current license or 
proof of a valid rabies innoculation. 
The program was adopted by the state park and recreation 
com m ission last month. It is designed to protect the health 
and safety of park visitors. 
“ Although we have regulations requiring people to keep their 
pets under strict control, there are som e who ignore them ,” 
said W illiam Penn Mott J r ., state parks director. 
“ Before, if a loose, unlicensed dog bit someone and we 
couldn’t find the owner, the person bitten wouldn’t know if the 
anim al had rabies or not,” he said. 
“ Now, if the anim al is licensed, we will know it doesn’t have 
rabies. The sam e applies if the dog’s owner has a rabies inno­

What Is Fame?

Of all the unsung heroes of American fact and fiction, none 
can com pare in fantastic achievem ent and com plete anonym­ 
ity to this tountry’s greatest chess m aster, the one and 
only—uh—a m an who needs no introduction (What did 1 do 
w ith th a t—ah. here it is! '• the in c o m p a ra b le Bobby Fisher! 


The 28-year-old chess genius is head and shoulders above all 
other A m erican chess m asters, the equivalent of a Sandy Kou- 
tax and M ickey M antle rolled into one, yet he is about as well 
known in this country as K. Andropolis, green Rrocer, of Du­ 
buque. In E urope and South A m erica he is b etter known than 
M antle and Koufax com bined, with Joe N am ath and Arnie 
P alm er throw n in, b ut in this country he can ’t cash a check. 


This spring F isher will m eet Boris Spassky, Russian world 
cham pion, and there is a good chance the Brooklyn-born prod­ 
igy will win. If he does, it will be the first tim e in 25 years a 
non-Russian held the world title—about equivalent to a Soviet 
baseball team winning the World Series. 


On his way to earning a shot at the crown, Fisher won 20 
consecutive gam es against a series of grandmasters, which 
one excitable chess scn n e likened to hitting 20 consecutive 


hom eruns. 


Fifty million chess-playing Russians will watch the coming 
match as if it w ere the Second Coming. Fifty million Ameri­ 
cans won’t even know it’s going on. lh e Wall Street Journal 
recently headlined, 
"CAN BOBBY FISHFR WHIP BORIS 
SPASSKY? DOES ANYONE CA R E?” 


W riteups of m atches in chess m agazines give less clue to the 
gam e than to why m ore A m ericans aren ’t interested in it. lh e 
accounts are full of references to the G runfeld Defense and 
B ird's Opening and irregular Sicilian, phrases as obscure to a 
Dodger fan as double-play, suicide squeeze and sacrifice fly 
would be to a lot of Russians. 


In an account of F isher’s m atch with Danish grandmaster 
Bent L arsen, one scribe w rote, "Larsen played an orthodox 
type of attack against F isher’s King’s Indian, a laim anov 
system which is supposed to give White some initiative at 
least. But Bobby’s accurate defense gave Larsen nothing at 
all, and when Black got the chance for a Kingside attack, 
Larsen w as unable to backtrack to fend it off. ’ Any questions? 


Add to this long colum ns of what we m ight call play-by-play 
(Q ueen’s G am bit Declined) P-Q4 N-KB3, B-Q3 P-KR3, and 
QR-N1 Q-R3, looking very lihe the chart your grandmother 
used to knit her sam pler, and you can understand why chess 
hasn’t yet m ade Game-ot-the-W'eek. 


Still, if F isher wins the chess Superbowl from Spassky, the 
least he should get is a telephone call trom President Nixon.

week voted to pull out as a 
result of SC AG’s adoption of a 
recommendation in favor of 
state 
legislation 
to 
make 
membership in the regional 
planning agency mandatory. 


Councilman 
Adrian 
T. 
Wright Tuesday 
asked that 
his request for a discussion 
on SCAG be held over until 


next week. 
But 
Mayor 
Richard 
C. 
Brownell proceeded to read 
from a letter received from 
Temple City Mayor Lou Gil­ 
bertson 
asking 
the 
cities’ 
views on action taken at a re­ 
cent meeting in Anaheim of 
the SCAG general assembly. 


At that meeting, delegates 
voted 48-23 in favor of an 
executive com m ittee’s recom­ 
mendation urging legislation 
to make SCAG membership 
mandatory instead of volun­ 
tary "with public taxing sup­ 
port.” 
Gilbertson said he did not 
feel the 
voting 
represented 


the majority opinion of cities. 
Wright, the council’s repre­ 
sentative to SCAG, called the 
voting a "railroad job,’’ say­ 
ing that all debate had been 
cut off. 
But Wright and Councilmen 
R. T. French and Charles W. 
Bader opposed pulling out.

said Wright. 
The mayor noted that the

It’s a safe bet Pom ona will be involved. 
Some of our 'op athletes include Bob Seagren, Geoff Van- 
derstock and Ron Laird. We can also now claim Chi Cheng 
Reel, the fastest fem ale on earth. 
We also have the top coaches in the country. Mt. San An­ 
tonio’s Don Ruh and C larem ont-M udd’s Vince Reel, Chi’s hus­ 
band, a re internationally recognized. 
The valley has also been blessed with both outstanding ath ­ 
letes plus coaches on our high school level. Upland High’s 
Gordon Innes is the next big nam e to w atch. 
N aturally, the biggest event in the Pom ona Valley this 
spring will be the annual MSAC Relays, which alw ays has an 
ex tra glow during an Olympic year.

NEW YORK (UP1)—At first Donny Anderson didn’t want to 
talk about it. He didn’t tec I he should. It was all over now, he 
was moving on and what would be served by his telling the 
wond what he thinks of Dan Devine as a professional football 
coach? 
“ I’m not the type of guy to make any profound statements 
about other people,” Anderson said. “ I’ll just keep my feelings 
inside and not make them public.” 
That was what Donny Andersen said at first. 
But then he thought about it some more. He thought about 
how the Green Bay Packers had signed him for boxcar figures 
out of Texas Tech six years ago, figures which were said to 
come to $650,000, how he was hailed by everybody as “ the new 
Golden Boy” (Paul Hornung was the old one) even before he 
played his first game for the Packers, how it was to play on 
two world championship teams under the late Vince Lombardi, 
how things simpiy fell apart under his successor, Phil Beng- 
ston, and how it was to play under his successor, Dan Devine, 
who took over as head coach and general manager of the 
Packers last season fresh out of the college ranks. 
Donny Anderson thought about all those things after Devine 
traded him to the St. Louis Cardinals for MacArthur Lane, 
another running back, Tuesday. He also thought about some of 
the comments Devine had made about his blocking last year. 
On top of another Devine quote he heard about Monday sud­ 
denly Anderson didn’t feel like keeping his feelings inside so 
much anymore. 
“ I can’t honestly say I’m a great runner but for the last 
three years I’ve had over a thousand yards running and with 
passes I caught,” says Donny Anderson, “ I feel I can do two 
or three things pretty well, but not great. I’m not what you 
would call an overpowering blocker; I ’m a position blocker 
and I feel some of the comments coach Devine made publicly 
in the press about me were uncalled for.” 
Vince Lombardi criticized his players sometimes, too, didn’t 
he? 
“ Not publicly,” Anderson says. “ He would criticize theg]_ as 
a unit publicly sometimes but never as individuals, Unfortu- 
nately coach Devine made some statements in the press. He’s 
the head man so he can say and do what he wants to. If it 
makes him feel better to run down individuals who are playing 
for him, that’s up to him. He said in the Milwaukee paper that 
if Dave Hampton had played more, (John) Brockington 
would’ve had had 2,000 yards instead of 1,000. That hurt my 
ego a little bit but maybe that’s what he was trying to do. 
Maybe he was trying to tell the world I’m just not a good 
football player.” 
Like so many football players, Anderson didn’t bother to get 
Devine’s quote exactly right. 
Like so many football coaches Devine didn’t take Anderson’s 
feelings into consideration completely when he told the Mil­ 
waukee Journal: 
“ 8 have an idea that if Dave H 
“ I have an idea that if Dave Hampton carried the ball as 
much as Andeison and Brockington, with the blocking they 
had iast year, he might have gained 2,000 yards.” 
Hampton actually gained 1,658 yards all told 1,314 returning 
kickoffs, 307 rushing and 37 more with pass completions. 
The whole thing becomes rather academic now. 
There are still those who say Anderson might have eventual­ 
ly fulfilled all his early promise had Lombardi lived and con­ 
tinued coaching the Packers. 
Similarly, there are those who say Devine might have been 
an extraordinary coach at the University of Missouri but the 
Green Bay Packers aren’t the University of Missouri and he 
still has a great deal to learn about them. I buy that theory. 
Regarding the deal with the ( ards, Devine has now got 
himself one of the N FL’s better runners in MacArthur Lane, a 
player who wanted out at St. Louis. In trading away Anderson, 
Devine removes one more Lombardi emblem from the Pack- 
ers. 
For Donny Arderson’s part, first he should get his quotes 
straight. That always helps. Insofar as leaving the Packers is 
concerned, he has many good warm memories of them but the 
way things are now he’s likely to be happier in St. Louis. He 
sort of gives that away when he says: 
“ There are many different personality traits in professional 
football. A lot of people in it dislike other people. Myself, 1 don't 
dislike anybody because that's the way I am. I appreciate 
everything anybody has ever done for me.”

“ We started sm all,” Par- 
nelli .Tones said, but seven 
years after that humble be­ 
ginning 
he 
has 
practically 
built his USAC championship 
racing 
team 
into 
a 
con­ 
glom erate. 
When he decided to become 
a car owner in 1965, Jones 
w a s 
already 
becoming 
a 
wealthy race driver. But all 
he had going for him was the 
am bition to be a winner and 
d plan. 
After a one-year interlude 
during which Parnelli almost 
drove the STP turbine to vic­ 
tory at Indianapolis, he took 
on a partner who has been 
responsible for a lot of what 
has m ade the team grow. 
He was VE1 Miletich, an 
automobile dealer in Torrance, 
Calif., who had been offering 
rides to Parnelli before J. C. 
Agajanian 
knew 
about 
the 
Torrance jalopy driver. 
A tall, 
rugged man with 
large hands, a broad smile 
and a keen business mind, 
Miletich is as responsible as 
anyone for helping to make 
Jones (a) a millionaire and 
(b) a successful team oper­ 
ator. 
It was In 1968 that Jones 
and Miletich formed a par­ 
tnership that is probably the 
most famous in auto racing 
today. 
“ I told Vel we should do it 
first class or else,” 
Jones 
said. “ My idea was to get the

best mechanic and driver and 
go from there. 
“ The best mechanic has al­ 
ways been George Bignotti in 
my eyes, and at the time Al 
Unser was his 
driver. 
We 
were talking to Mario An­ 
dretti. That was before Andy 
(Granatelli) cam e along and 
offered him the ride he took. 
Mario an 1 have always been 
very close. 
“ I looked at APs record, 
and it was pretty good. He 
had won some championship 
races already, and he had 
some seconds to Andretti. 
“ Joe Leonard had driven 
the turbine for us in 1968, but 
there just wasn’t enough mo­ 
ney or equipment to keep Joe. 
We wanted him but we told 
him 
not 
to 
turn 
anything 
down. Luckily, we got the op­ 
portunity to get Joe back in­ 
volved with us.” 
(Last season Leonard won 
the U.S. championship for the 
team in the Samsonite Spe­ 
cial.) 
That’s how it started, with 
Jones, Miletich, Bignotti, Un­ 


ser, Andretti, Leonard. 
Around that nucleus Jones 
built a team that is unprece­ 
dented in American racing. 
Names on the roster aren’t 
well known outside of Gaso­ 
line 
Alley, 
but 
they 
are 
legendary within the gates . . . 
Charlie Trabucco, Jim m y Dila- 
m arter, Johnny Caples, Jim 
McGee. 
Last fall Jones pulled off 
the most eye-opening deal of 
all. He hired the No. 1 desig­ 
ner away from Lotus, Maur­ 
ice Phillipe, All that was left 
to do was find a sponsor, 
which turned out to be Vice­ 
roy Cigarets. Now the team 
has everything, including mo­ 
ney. 
This week the newly built 
“ Parnelli,” which Phillippe’s 
creation is called, will roll 
onto the track at Ontario Mo­ 
tor Speedway for its first test. 
Features of the car are still 
so secret 
that 
it 
will 
be 
painted a dark gray in order 
that it blends into the asphalt 
on the track. That is intended 
to confuse any spies who may 


either be watching or photo­ 
graphing the car. 
The “ Parnelli” is supposed 
to have revolutionary features 
in aerodynamics, chassis and 
suspension 
design. 
If 
what 
little that has leaked from the 
Vel-Parnelli team ’s shops is 
true, it will cause the same 
sensation at Indianapolis this 
May that the McLarens did a 
y e a r 
ago.

look like a truck.”

You wouldn’t think a drag 
racer could be lured info a 
p o l i t i c a l discussion in a 
foreign 
country,

what happened to Larry Ful­ 
lerton in Adelaide, Australia. 
“The people I met were not 
too pro-American,” Fullerton 
said. “They made fun of us a 
lot. about our racial problem 
and our economic situation.

That didn’t make sense 
to Fullerton, who said, “ I was 
very vocal until they moved 
me to where the people could 
see the car and talk to us. 
“ Officials there treated the 
people like cattle. Our fans 
here wouldn’t put up 
with 
that. They would just stay 
home.” 
Fullerton returned home on 
the eve of the NHRA Win- 
ternationals to find that his 
new 
“Trojan 
Horse” 
funny 
car, started five months ear­ 
lier, wasn’t completed. Trykng 
to qualify for the Pomona 
race he was still de-bugging 
it. The steering broke twice 
while he was backing up at 5 
m.p.h. 
The 
next 
week 
a 
clutch failed. 
Last weekend the former 
Mickey Thompson driver got 
his own act together. In a pri­ 
vate test he needed only three 
runs to hit 6.72 seconds (equal 
to the NHRA national record) 
and 220 miles an hour. 
Fullerton will leave on his 
second national tour in April, 
returning home to Los Ang­ 
eles in November. He plans to 
keep up this pace for another 
10 or 12 years, after which his 
10-year-old son, Larry, 
Jr., 
will be old enough to take on 
the driving chores, if he is 
still as inclined to follow in 
his father’s footsteps as he is 
now.

DEAR DR. LAMB — In a 
recent issue of a medical 
magazine, which was read to 
a group of student nurses, 
was an article describing two 
children who were afflicted 
with a disease that caused 
them 
to 
age 
prematurely. 
They had all of the symptoms 
of old age including break­ 
down of skin and body pro­ 
cesses, deepening of the voice 
and matured sexual organs. 
Unfortunately, none of us can 
remember the name of it. We 
would appreciate any 
help 
you might give. 
Dear Readers — I have no 
way of knowing what medical 
journal you may have read 
but you are probably referr­ 
ing to the disease progeria. 
This is a very rare disease 
that turns infants into old 
people. Aging starts in infan­ 
cy and suddenly you have a 
little old man. Uusually these 
patients die in their early 
teens. Their skin will become 
wrinkled and sagging. They 
will be bald or their hair will 
be gray. Many of them die of 
heart disease. 
There are only about 
50 
cases of this 
problem 
re­ 
corded in the medical litera­ 
ture and they are of particu­ 
lar interest because they may 
serve as a model for aging. 
That is, they may give us 
some new clues as to what 
goes wrong in 
the 
body’s 
chemistry or the chemistry 


that 
r e l a t e d to heredity 
causes aging. After all, with 
the more advanced knowledge 
that has developed concerning 
the chromosomes and inheri­ 
tance, it is possible that che­ 
mical 
corrections 
can 
be 
made. 
The only other problem that 
you might have read about 
which is in any way similar 
is Werner’s syndrome. This 
disease usually appears for 
the first time in late adoles­ 
cence and then there is rapid 
aging with most of these indi­ 
viduals dying at about 40, al­ 
ready with the changes we at­ 
tribute to age. 
These two rare abnorma­ 
lities suggest that there may 
be a lot more to the aging 
process than we have always 
thought. Aging may not be 
inevitable. If a lot of the cha­ 
racteristics of the cells, or­ 
gans and body that we attri­ 
bute to age are truly chemic­ 
al changes which can be al­ 
tered then one might suppose 
that 
a 
state of 
perpetual 
youth or early maturity could 
be realized. 
A lot of the things we now 
call aging may simply be dis­ 
ease. We have come to accept 
in our society that it is all 
right for older persons to be 
sick, “ it is just part of being 
old,” while in fact it may be 
just as much an illness as 
leukemia in young people or 
rheumatic fever.

A Lesson in 
Market Terms 


By ROGER SPEAR 


Q — I would appreciate your expiaing a few terms for me. 
Frequently you mention equity securities; exactly what does 
this include: Also, what are the differences between slock that 
is issued, outstanding and authorized? — R.C. 
A — Equity securities are those which actually represent 
partial ownership of the issuing corporation. This would in­ 
clude common and preferred shares but not bonds. A corpora­ 
tion is empowered under its charter to issue a certain number 
ot shares. These are called authorized shares. The number of 
authorized shares mav be increased only by amending the 
corporate charter by a vote of the shareholders. Not all au­ 
thorized stock is necessarily issued. In fact, frequently a sub­ 
stantial portion remains unissued, to be issued for stock divi­ 
dends or other corporate purposes. 
Issued shares are further classified into outstanding shares 
and treasury shares. The former group being those shares 
which are held publicly, the latter being held in the corporate 
treasury. Although treasury shares are issued shares, they are 
not entttled to either dividends or voting privileges. Corporate 
insiders’ holdings should not be confused with treasury shares, 
rather these are outstanding shares. 
The number of shares outstanding is vital because it is this 
figure which is used in determining primary earnings per 
share. (Net income divided by shares outstanding equals earn­ 
ings per share.) However, in recent years many companies 
have published per share net on a fully diluted basis as well. 
In this case, net income is adjusted for the reduced dividend 
and interest requirements. It is then divided by the outstand­ 
ing shares plus the additional number which would be needed 
for conversion cf bonds and preferreds and for exercises of 
options and warrants. 


Q — Some time ago I bought shares of Phelan Sulphur 
which was later taken over by International Shelters. I can no 
longer find this issue listed. Can you give me information on 
this? - W. K. 
A — According to quotations frmri the most recent “ pink 
sheets” these shares are now listecras having no value.
